Two doctors lately conducted at Grou- 
ell, a suburb of Paris, at tho oxpensc of a 
rich Swedish philanthropist, a series of 
experiments upon pigs, for the purpose of 
ascertaining the effects of alcohol upon 
the internal organs of drunkards.

OVSTOMS^ STATISTICS^ 

Tho N.irmimo Free Press attacks our 
article respecting the exports for October 
in what can scarcely be regarded as any 
other than a fossilized spirit. It will bo 
remembered that The Colonist said the 
exports of the port of Victoria for the 
month of October, including coal, reached 
the largo and unprecedented figure of 
§1)75,000. The Free Press objects to this 
mode of putting the case, because, it con- 
tends, tho exports of coal should be 
credited to tho port of Namumo instead 
of to the port of Victoria. Now, Isauai- 
mo is a sub-custom station, and reports 
ita transactions to the head offico at Vic- 
toria where statistics are compiled. If 
our contemporary would but reflect 
he would see how absurd his contention 
is. For instance, would it not bo ridicu- 
lous if in noting a shipment of treasure 
the press wero to say that Caribou or 
Cussiar exported so many thousands of 
dollars in gold dust when tho shipment 
was made at Victoria f Tho press can 
only deal with tilings as thoy aro._ Na- 
naimo is not a port in the commercial ac- 
ceptation of tho term. When ono speaks 
of tho imports and exports of tho port of 
Montroal ho refers to articles that are 
entered and cleared at that port; he does 
not say so many packages were destined 
for or produced at such and such a place. 
In tho public interest thero should bo 
stationed at ono pott in tho province an 
officer to receive and compile all the cus- 
tom house statistics of the province and 
transmit the same to Ottawa. Wo do 
not say whother that officer should reside 
at Victoria or Nanaimo; but as long as 
Nanaimo reports to tho Victoria custom 
house just so long must her oxports, for 
statistical purposes, bo compiled as Vic- 
toria's. 



A FRENCH SORCERESS. 

Tho director of lino arts, in Franco, has 
endured no little ridicule by allowing tho 
divining rod to bo used at St. Denis for 
the purpose of discovering tho cathedral 
funds, said to have beon secreted in 1793. 
A Mmo. Caillavah, of Montmarto, pre- 
tends to tho art of thus unmasking con- 
cealed treasure, and had found ten shop- 
keepers credulous enough to advance 100f 
each, ii fifth of which has been deposited 
as caution money, while the rest is to bo 
devoted to paying tho diggers; A kind 
of convention, says tho London "Times," 
has been concluded between the sorceress 
and tho government, the latter stipulating 
for all jewels and manuscripts and for 
two-thirds of tho cash. Mmo. Caillavah, 
armed with a rod having a small tube 
containing some secret composition, be- 
queathed her by » wizard, directs tho 
operations. It is needless to say that 
nothing has yet been found. Indeed, 
thero are people who doubt whether a 
treasure was ever buried in the cathedral 
and who believe that if it was it did not 
long remain thero. Chateaubriand, more- 
over, was informed by a monk — an eye- 
witness — that on the desecration of tho 
.royal tumbs in 1793, all the treasure and 
ornaments of the cathedral wore carried 
off to the convention, but tho allegation 
is that a portion of tho treasures had pre- 
viously been buried in the crypt. It is 
significant, however, that the old lady, 
despite her pretended powors, is in indi- 
gent circumstances; and it seems that 30 
years ago she contributed to the expense 
of similar but fruitless explorations in 
the ruined abbey of Argentcuil. Her 
sincerity appears unquestionable, and she 
asserts that the divining rod acta only 
when held by a person who has " the 
fluid." She is now awaiting permission 
to dig in proximity to the tomb of tho 
Prince do Conde, who died in 1830. 

WOMAN'S RIGHTS. 

The Elysian fields of the women's 
rights folks have been found at last, if 
the statements contained in the German 
papers concerning a queer religious sect 
in Finland are true. According to the 
reports its principal dogma is tho su- 
premacy of woman. The members of 
the sect, whether actually married or 
only engaged to be married, are required 
to affirm under oath their willingness to 
submit in everything to the wife or be- 
trothed and to "confess" to her once a 
week regularly on a certain day. The 
majority of tho members, it is related 
with considerable apparent satisfaction, 
"lead a life of frugility and morality." 
The women in turn choose a "superior," 
whoso duty it is to see to it that the 
men live up to their oaths and to punish 
them in case thoy go astray. It has been 
said that "all good Americans go to 
Paris when thoy die," but hereafter Fin- 
land may bo counted on as the post mor- 
tem destination of a part of the fair and 
tyrannical sex. 

A DAINTY EVANGELIST. 

A Birmingham, Ala., clergyman an- 
nounces by advertisement that the church 
of which he is a pastor is for white peo- 
plo only and that colored poople aro not 
expected to attend. Perhaps the fastidi- 
ous divine did not recall the fact that Af- 
rica gave to the early church some of its 
most learned and fearless evangelists — 
the Alexandria, British guns have been 
pulverising, having furnished it with 
more than one missionary bishop of the 
highest eminence, while probably the 
whole company of the apostles were as 
swarthy in complexion as any to be found 
in the ranks of Arabi. What kind of 
notions of Christian work this dainty 
evangelist can have we are not curious to 
enquire when we know that ho holds, 
contrary to what was once said on Mars' 
Hill, ihat "God hath created of one 
blood, all men to dwell upon the earth." 

ABA SI'S FATE. 

Dosporate attempts aro being mado by 
■omo of the Egyptian ministers to secure 
the execution of Arabi and tho othor 
leaders of tho lato rebollion against the 
Khedivo's authority. Even although ho 
is pontenced to death it is questionable 
vrhethor Britain will permit his execu- 
tion. Intimation has beon given to tho 
Khedivo's government that no execution 
can take place without the sanction of tho 
British government. Thero is a strong 
feeling against punishmont by death in 
the old country, oxcept in cases of a very 
aggravated character. If Arabi fought 
from motives of patriotism — which is 
quite possible — his life ought to bo spared, 
but if tho rebellion against constituted 
authority originated in personal ambition 
death ought to bo tho penalty. 



To ran Editor:— Why did Senator 
Macdonald in taking Bishop Ridley to 
task for the ill-conditioned and secret 
pamphlet not quote tho following ex- 
tract from the Bishop's letter written to 
Mr. Duncan last May and commencing 
with brotherly lovo, thus: "My doar Mr.

Where I am "a visitor, anil shall sparu 

No personal sacrifice to minimize 

Our mutual difficulties. 

Signed, W. Caledonia. 
In tho pamphlet it is denied that Mr. 
Duncan was ever asked to come back. If 
.that is the case, what can the meaning of 
the abovo extract be ? Who will explain! 
If Mr. Duncan is the cruel and immoral 
person depicted in the pamphlet, how can 
a man with such a high senso of honor as 
the writer of the pamphlet beg so hum- 
bly for his friendship ( Is it from an ex- 
uberance of tho Christian love 
we see displayed in the pamphlet?

Alaska Indian Uifflcttlty. 

On Thursday afternoon last tho U. S. 
steamer Corwin, Commander Henley, ar- 
rivod in Esquimalt harbor from hor 
second cruise in the Arctic soas since btst 
spring. Tho following interesting par- 
ticid os of her last cruise wore furnished 
per favor of Commander Healey and Mr. 
Doty who were kindness and courtosy 
personified on board tho neat and trim 
little cutter that has done such good ser- 
vice in rescuing the crew of tho ill-fated 
Jeannette searching steamer Rodgers, 
and afterwards ascertaining what had be- 
come of the only man lost through I he 
burning of that unfortunate vessel: 

It will be fresh in the recolloction of 
our readers thai tho Corwin was ordered 
north by telegraph from Washington in 
tho latter part of April last and that she

Some tiino since nine of tho crow of the 
barque Latona from Shanghai, lying at 
Esquimalt, were brought before William 
Fisher, J.I'., charged with refusing to do 
duty and sent to jail for threo |nonths. 
Among these sailors, was a young man 
named Fitzgerald, nho seemed to be 
something of a sea lawyer, and while the 
men were in jail Fitzgerald brought a 
charge of assault at tho police court 
against tho second mate of the Latona, 
which, though generally corroborated by 
the rest of the crew, was adjudged to be 
rebutted by the evidence of the captain 
and male, and the case was dismissed. 
The men have been in gaol since, serving 
out their term: but yesterday at noon 
I' itzgerah! had himself brought up before 
Mr. Justice McCreight on a writ of ha- 
beas corpus, and after a long argument 
by his counsel, Mr. T. Davie, he was dis 
charged from custody and brought back to 
gaol to go through tho requisite formali- 
ties. At b o'clock he issued from the 
gaol, no doubt ^lad to find himself a free 
man; but what was his surprise to see his 
eld friond constable Campbell, of Esqui- 
malt, with a horse and carriage waiting at 
tho gaol door. Tho constable informed 
him that ho had a warrant against him 
for " continued neglect of duty," and 
that he had the option of going to his 
ship or standing another trial at Esqui- 
malt. Fitzgerald quietly remarked, "it 
was rather hard," but held out his hands 
for tho handcuffs, jumped into the buggy 
and was driven off to try his fortune once 
more. To-day tho remaining eight of tho 
crow will bo brought botore Mr. Justice 
McCreight on writs of habeas corpua, and 
as thoir cases are-similar to Fitzgerald's 
they will probably be discharged, though 
whether constablo Campbell will be wait- 
ing for thorn is a matter beat known to 
himself.

of t he North West Trading Company at 
Killsonoo arrived at Sitka with his wile 
and family with tho intelligence that In- 
diana at Hootsotloo, a village near the- 
post, had taken p issession of the com- 
pany's lishing boats and held some white 
men us pris' ners. They demanded 200 
blankets f r thoir release, threatening 
that if th.s demand were not complied 
with thc-y would burn tho company's 
buildings and commit other depredations. 
Capt. Merriman of tho Adams as senior 
othcor consulted with Commander Healey 
and they deeided on the 24th ult. to take 
the Corwm .uid a little steam tug called 
the V ivoiitH to the scene of tho difficulty 
wl. rt-ih'-\ hi ri.ed on the morning of the 
2i)Ui. ii v»aa then found that tho trou- 
blesome Indians had made their escape 
into a large lagoon back of their village, 
taking with them the two white prisoners. 
The cutter immediately started for this 
lagoon, piloted by a friendly Indian. 
Here sailors and marines from theCorwin 
and Favorite wero landed and they took 
immediate possession of the fishing vil- 
lage to which the troublesome natives had 
retired. The prisoners were rescued, the 
stolen property was recovered and the 
ringleaders taken on board. A powwow 
was then held with tho chiefs andCaptaina 
1 Merriman and Healey decided that the 
i punishment tu be inflicted upon the ro- 
tractory tribes should be a lino of 100 
blankets with the destruction of thoir 
canoes. Twenty-four hours wero given 
them to comply with the demand; alter- 
native of non-compliance being tho shell- 
ing and burning uf their village. These 
terms nut being carried out the canoes 
were chopped to pieces on tho following 
day tho 2Uth and at '_' p.m. the cuttor 
anchored off the villago and bombarded 
it. A force of sailors and marines then 
Hnded under cover of tho vessels' guns 
and set fire to the ranchorro in several 
places, As soon as the shelling com- 
| menced the hostile Indians all fled to the 
I woods carrying with them as much of 
thoir btutl as possible. A fow of the 
friendly ones, however, stayed behind 
unmolested and thoir houses woro left 
standing. 

A small trading hoorior had been 
oelling whiskey to tuo Indians along tho 
shore of the Arctic ocoau. The cutter 
heard of hor presence and started after the 
schooner. But tho latter evaded arrest 
J>y seeking the shallow water of McKen- 
r.io River where the cuttor was unable to 
follow Lor. 

After coaling at Sitka the Corwin stood 
away for San Franoisco calling at Wrangel. 
Sho arrived at Nauairao on the 6th inst. 
and after coaling reached Esquimalt in 
time on the 9th to hoiBt her bunting in 
houor of Priucs of 'A'aloa birthday. Mr.
